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Economy Bill Saved 
By House Adjournment 


Leaders Resort To Drastic Action After Insur- 


gent Forces Lop $55,000,000 From 
Expected Federal Savings.

| WASHINGTON, April 27.—(#}— 
_A menacing assault upon the omni- 
‘bus bill by an unruly house was ab- 
ruptly stopped tonight through an 
‘adjournment forced by party leaders 
to save the legislation from complete 
| destruction. 

| Overrridden by a powerful coalition 
j}of insurgents, the leaders resorted to 
the only ready means of saving the 
bill after $55,000,000 in savings had 
been stricken out of the expected 
$200,000,000 total. 

' Earlier in the day the party chief- 
tains were overthrown by a vote of 
219 to 164 that discarded the proposed 
_drastie procedure by which they hoped 
to secure passage of the measure vir- 
tually unchanged. 

Coming back for a night session, 
the coalition appeared to 
strength. 
puted 11 per cent federal wage cut 
found the leaders overwhelmed, 173 to 
148. The house raised the exemption 
from $1,000 to $2.500, cutting the ex- 
ected savings from $67,000,000 io 
$12,000,000. 

Immediately the house affirmed its 
action by a teller vote of 185 to 93 
and the insurgents, gaining control.

COURTROOM, HONOLULU, T. H., 
April 27.—(UP)—The case of four 
Americans accused of the second-de- 
gree murder of Joseph Kahahawai, 
half-caste alleged to have assaulted 
the wife of a naval officer, went to 
a jury of mixed races late today. 

Submitting the case to the jury 
followed brilliant arguments by Clar- 
ence Darrow, famed Chicago attorney, 
who pleaded that the defendants be 
set free, and Prosecutor John Kelley, 
who demanded they be sent to prison 
for from 20 years to life. 

After these two finished arguments, 
Judge Charles Davis read his instruc- 
tions and the case was turned over to 
the seven Caucasians, two Chinese 
and three Hawaiians, who composed 
the jury. 

Judge Davis told the jury that the 
fact that Mrs. Thalia Fortescue Mas- 
wife of defendant Lieutenant 
Thomas H. Massie, allegedly had been 
assaulted by Kahahawai could not be 
considered by the jury as justifica- 
tion for the slaying of the half caste.

JUDGE 1S ASSAILED 
BY FLORIDA JURORS 


Presentments Flaying State 
Official and Jurist 
Made Public. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fila., April 27. 
(P)—Two presentments by the Duval 
county grand jury—one called “scur- 
rilous and a slander on this court” 
by Judge Dewitt T. Gray when first 
presented, and the other originally 
described by the judge as containing 
“serious charges against the assistant 
state attorney”—were made public in 
open court here today by Judge Gray. 
One, dated April 16, said the grand 
jury “feels it has been needlessly ham- 
pered, confused, delayed and discour- 
aged in the performance of its duty.” 
This feeling, the jury said, was occa- 
sioned by its being discharged before 
it had completed its work, by the 
charge of the court, by delay in re- 
calling it into session and by a ‘“com- 
plete lack of co-operation.” 

The other, dated April 19, charged 
that Sam S. Wilson, assistant state 
attorney, appeared before the jury 
April 18, represented himself as an 
“agent or messenger” of Judge Gray. 
and declared Judge Gray threatened 
to “indict every member of the grand 
jury who voted for a certain present- 
ment... on April 16.” 


It continued with a charge that. 


Wilson, “speaking avowedly as the 
agent or messenger for said Judge 
Dewitt T: G:ay, did openly ask and 
insist that members of the grand jury 
disclose to him the individual names 
of those who voted for “the present- 
ment.” It also charged Wilson “did 
state that said judge or court would 
indict such grand jurors as voted for 
said presentment on a charge of 
libel.” 

Judge Gray, in a prepared state- 
ment to the jury which included the 
two presentments, todav denied the 
charges in full, and said “it is al- 
most incomprehensible to think that 
any grand jury in this court would 


make any such charge as this aera

Saved by Statute, Says 
Patrick Callahan. 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., April 
27.—(f)—""No movement ever initiat- ; 
ed for human welfare can show, in 
such a short length of time, results 
so satisfactory as those achieved by 


prohibition,’ Patrick H. Callahan, of: 
Louisville, Ky., secretary of the As- 
sociation of Catholics Favoring Prohi- 
bition, declared at the institute of 
justice at the University of Chatta- 
nooga tonight. 

Callahan estimated more than 169.- 
000 lives have been saved by prohibi- 
tion in decreases in fatalities from 
alcoholism, cirrhosis of the liver and 
Bright’s disease. He said prohibi- 
tion has decreased deaths by alcohol- 
ism from 5.2 to 2.8 the 100,000 popu- 
lation, by cirrhosis from 12.3 to 7.6. 
and by Bright's disease from 105.5 
to 91.5. 

Prohibition is a far nobler experi- 
ment than the Colonies’ experiment 
in the establishment of a republican 
form of government. and “our repub- 
lic -had just as much trouble for fif- 
ty years as prohibition has experienc- 
ed.” Callahan declared. 

“Our country, having initiated dem- 
ocracy, it became our duty, and not 
that of the older countries in the 
world, to solve the greatest curse of 
civilization and, after trying every: 
thing else, it was necessary to resort 
to what some term a drastic method.
